SETS RECORDS 


(Special to A. D. N.) 

Liverpool, April 1.—The era of 
“potted power’ has commenced 
with the breaking of the world's 
automobile record for the “fly- 
ing’ kilometer by Major H. O. 
D. Seagrave, the British racing 
motorist with the Ladybird, the 
smallest racing car in history, at 
Southport near here. 

An average speed of 152.308 
miles an hour, electrically timed by 
officials of the Royal Automobile 
Club for the two trips of a kilo- 
meter run in opposite directions, 
was reached. 

Major Seagrave had 
time hoped to lower 
ord, but the trouble 
his previous attempt, 
of the super-charger casing, recur- 
red. On the return trip a slight 
sand hummock happened to be in 
the car’s track. Over this the auto 
shot through space for a distance 
of forty-eight feet, the longest 
jump ever made by an automobile, 
and came to earth with a bump, 
weakening the delicate mechanism - 
of the super-charger which crack- 
ed from end to end just when the 
mile distance had almost been com- 
pleted. 

Looking no bigger than the 
average family car, the Lady- 
bird is only thirty-three horse 
power, but develops 300 horse 
power on its twelve tea-cup-size 
cylinders. Her enormous power 
is attributable to the durability 
of the metal which has taken 
years of research to produce, the 
super-charger, the reduction of 
all possible friction to a mini- 
mum, and streamlining.

Ohio Truck Owners : 
Organize to Fight 
State Tax Law 


Akron, O., April 1.—It has 
been announced by the attorneys 
for ninety independernt motor 
truck owners of Akron. Barber- 
ton, Kenmore and Cuyahoga 
Falls, who control over 200 vans 
and trucks, that this group of 
men is organized to fight the 
Freeman-Collister law. 

The entire eontroversy was 
brought about when several Akron 
companies complained that it was 
not fair for them to pay taxes 
under the Freeman-Collister act 
when, the independent operators 
did business without paying this 
tax. In answer to this the inde- 
pendents say that they have re- 
peatedly asked the State Utilities 
Commission for licenses and have 
been unable to get any action. 

John E. Eason, president of 
the independents’ organization, 
was arrested recently on a 
charge of operating an intercity 
truck without a state license, but 
declares that he was refused a 
license after application on two 
requests. After this he at once 
brought suit against five licensed 
concerns, charging a combina- 
tion to restrain trade, but as yet 
this case has not been heard. 

O. L. Dally, one of the attorneys, 
says that the independent organi-, 
zation will be extended to other 
Ohio cities at once. In Akron they 
control many more trucks than the 
so-called regulars. 

Dally declares that after the 
independent truckmen of the 
state become organized, they will 
seek to have the Freeman-Col- 
lister law declared unconstito- 
tional, not because the organiza- 
tion wants to evadc the tax as 
such, bat nee they are being 
forced out of business. 

It is sald that the matier will be 
fought to the end here in Akron, 
where the i: will center 
will be carried to the United States 
Supreme Court if necessary.

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Motoring Progress 


IGURES recently given out by the Department of Com- 
merce on motor registration for the year 1925 disclose 
a number of interesting facts which are encouraging to the 
automotive industry. For instance, the state which regis- 
tered the greatest proportional gain in registrations is 
Florida, with a 46.8 advance over its 1924 total. The second 
greatest gain was shown by Mississippi, which increased 33.6 
over its total of 1924. The third state is Utah, with 32.5 per 
_cent., and the fourth is Arkansas, with 29.3. The fifth com- 
monwealth is Alabama. with 23.7 per cent. of gain. 

The significant fact in this tabulation of motor 
vehicle progress is that four of the five states are 
Southern. The Southern states have lagged behind 
somewhat in acceptance of the motor vehicle, not 
through any lack of desire for cars and trucks, but 
because a disproportionate amount of their popula- 
tion is made up of colored laborers, lacking the 
means to buy. However, this factor seems to have 
been overcome, and, if the states in the Southern 
tier continue to progress at their present rate, they 
will catch up with the rest of the country. 
And in the meantime what a market for

Smothering the Carriers 


the present issue of the Automotive Daily News there 
is an extremely interesting article on taxes that must 


automotive

be carried by what are denominated “common carrier” 


motor vehicles. There are twenty-five states imposing 
license fees on common carriers and the average fee for a 
*three-ton vehicle amounts to $276.34. To this must be added 
an average gasoline tax of $105.60. Thus the total impost is 
381.94. In the same states similar fees for private carriers 
of the same tonnage give us an average of $64, which, plus 
the $105.60, makes a grand total of $169.60. 

The theory behind this divergence is that common car- 
riers use the roads more frequently and more continuously. 
It is still further argued that the highways are built for the 
public for general use. The private carrier vehicles come 
under this classification, whereas the common carriers use 
the roads as part of their business equipment. They actually 
derive revenue directly from the highways. 

We have no desire here to argue this point, which by no 
means excludes a negative view, but we do want to enter a 
plea for limiting this form of special impost. In California 
the license fee for the three-ton common carrier is $600, in 
North Carolina it is $720. Such an impost as this discour- 
ages investment in common carrier motor vehicle lines and 
tends to throttle a development which has already shown 
that it can be a major instrument in the progress of many 
sections of the country. 

Taxation at best is such a hit or miss proposition in this 
country, and in most other countries, for that matter, that it 
is an easy matter for legislators to kill the goose that lays 
golden eggs. That is bad enough, but the arrested develop- 
ment that may follow in whole sections of the country is 
still worse.

better fitted to operate under 


these new conditions. 

It is no longer sufficient that the 
automobile perform-to the com- 
plete satisfaction of the individual 
owner and driver; it must also ful- 
fill the necessity for utmost traffic 
efficiency. 

Those who visited this year’s 
automobile shows could see for 
themselves that the trend of the 
entire industry is toward a solution 
of the traffic problem, for the ex- 
hibits revealed :the great advances 
that have been made within the last 
year toward the ultimate automo- 
bile, and forecast the ideal toward 
which the industry is striving. ' 

The “saturation point’ that 
bothered theorists in the past is 
not worrying the leaders of the 
industry; that was the fear that 
the country was nearing the 
poimt at which buying would 
cease because every possible 
purchaser of an automobile had 
bonght his car, reducing the 
market to replacements alone. 
Instead, there is another satura- 
tion point that is already a real 
problem—but this is a question 
of physical saturation, which will 
be reached when the populous 
centers of the country can no 
longer absorb additional cars. 
The great cities themselves, real- 

izing the fact that to restrict trans- 
portation is to restrict growth and 
prosperity, have done wonders to 
postpone their saturation. But we 
of the industry realize that mere 
traffic regulations, increased park- 
ing facilities, widened streets, and 
additional thoroughfares, are only 
temporary remedies, for the cities 
must finally reach the limit of ex- 
pansion. 

Obviously, therefore, the car 
manufacturers must solve the 
problem. They must provide a 
new type of automobile—a car 
that in design and performance 
will be adapted to the new-day 
conditions. In short, they must 
make two automobiles operate 
where but one operated before. 


This is not to be effected by 
merely reducing the size of the 
automobiles, for the size of the car 
itself is but a fraction of the space 
it requires in operation on the 
highway. Our problem is to per- 
fect the automobile so that this 
waste shall be reduced, rather than 
to restrict the size of the cars 
themselves. 

This end may be gained by at- 

taining the maximum road effi- 
fiency of the automobile, 
How this is being accomplished 
revealed in the present trend. 
The main factors in the develop- 
ment are the more effective brakes, 
the increased power of the engines, 
and the easier handling. 

Note how each of these improve- 
ments makes for bette:

Then the cars that cannot turn 
readily in narrow spaces, cars that 
cannot be deftly steered to take 
advantage of openings in traffic, 
also waste much space on the 
highways. Improved steering and 
ease of handling are remedying 
these faults. 

The traffic ideal for our cities 
is a-system that will enable traf- 
fic to move uniformly and even- 
ly at a regular pace, and even if 
this pace be comparatively slow, 
more cars will be able to use the 
streets than when fast 4nd slow 
cars mingle im uneven, jerky 
traffic movements with frequent 
tie-ups. 

It may ultimately come to pass 
that municipalities will be com- 
pelled to legislate from _ their 
streets those automobiles, both 
passenger cars and trucks, that 
either retard or interrupt the flow 
of traffic. 

We already have laws to curb 
overspeeding. Laws to bar the car 
or truck whose inefficiency affects 
traffic as a whole are as logical 
and as necessary. 

When the time comes that 
closely spaced vehicles can move 
in unison at a constant speed, 
can halt in the minimum dis- 
tance, and attain the legal speed 
in the minimum time, the traf- 
fic problem will have been solved 
to the utmost efficiency possible 
—and that time will come when 
all cars are as advanced in con- 
struction as those outstanding 
cars of today that exemplify the 
new-day trend in engineering.

Dallas, Tex., April 1 (U. T. P. 

S.).—Plans are now being com-

Auto Taxes Jump 
30% in Belgium

Brussels, April 1.—In line with 
its general increase of all taxes, 
Belgium is at present raising its 
automobile taxation, to figures 
approximately 100 per cent.

Gallons on Hand on‘ 


March 1 


ASHINGTON, April 1.— 

Surplus stocks of gasoline 
at refineries at the close of Febru- 
pary aggregated 1,858,659,000 gal- 
lons, according to figures made 
public by the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines, 

This total compared with sur- 
plus stocks of 1,749,023,000 gal- 
lons at the close of January and 
1,618,891,000 gallons at the close 
of February last year. The ac- 
cumulation of stocks of gasoline 
at this season of the year is a 
normal development, it being part 
of the fefiners’ program to prepare 
for the heavy consumption expect- 
ed during warmer weather. 

The production of gasoline in 
February aggregated 863,525,000 
gallons, according to the bureau, 
against 928,904,000 gallons pro- 
duced in January. February 
consumption aggregated 650,- 
718,000 gallons, against 720,358,- 
000 gallons in January. 

Production of crude oil totaled 
54,564,000 barrels in February, a 





daily average of 1,948,714 barrels, 
against 59,656,000 and 1,924,387 
barrels, respectively, .in January. 
The increase in crude oil produc- 
tion in February amounted. to 
24,000 barrels a day, or 1.2 per 
cent., nearly all of which was in 
light oil. 

The bureau further reports ‘tote 
stocks of crude oil, east of Califor- 
nia, of 287,542,000 barrels at the 
close of February, a decrease of 
4,000,000 barrels for the month, 
of which 350,000 barrels were in 
refinery stocks. 

Stocks of refinable oil in Cali- 
fornia increased 700,000 barrels in 
February. California stocks of 
heavy crude and fuel oil at the 
close of February amounted to 
86,268,000 barrels, against 86,979,- 
000 barrels at the end of January. 
Shipments of crude oil from Cali- 
fornia to the Atlantic Coast via 
the Panama Canal increased about 
80 per cent. in February compared 
with January, but shipments of re- 
fined oil dropped substantially. 

Runs of crude petroleum during 
February amounted to 56,291,000 
barrels, of which 3,160,000 were 
foreign oil. This total represented 
a slight increase compared with 
the daily average for January.
